TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEigMERS  OP  THE 
RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OP  AYLESBURY. 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I ha.ve  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1949  on  the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Aylesbury 
Rural  District,  together  with  the  details  of  inspections  and 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  throughout  the  area. 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  Aylesbury  Rural 
District  was  high  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  low. 

There  were  however  six  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 
notified  and  confirmed.  They  were  of  a mild  type  and  were 
admitted  to  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  in  the  region  prior 
to  orthopaedic  after  cure. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Pood  Poisoning 
notified  and  the  number  of  Measles  cases  was  much  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

One  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  District,  a 
passenger  on  the  S.S.  1JMooltan!'  from  Bombay,  Daily 
observation  resulted  in  early  diagnosis  and  hospitalisation  of 
the  patient  in  Surrey.  She  made  a complete  recovery.  It  is 
gratifying  to  record  that  the  v/hole  hearted  co-operation  of 
contacts  concerning  the  restriction  of  their  movements,  and 
submission  to  vaccination  resulted,  in  no  further  cases. 

Administration  of  the  hospital  services  in  the  district 
has  passed  to  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board,  as  a result 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  It  has  been  evident 
during  the  year  that  this  amalgamation  has  benefited  and  will 
benefit  the  District  generally  in  increasing  measures. 

One  case  was  removed  to  hospital  during  the  year  under 
Sec. 47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

The  most  acute  public  health  problem  in  the  District  is 
housing  and  there  is  much  still  to  be  done  to  relieve  the 
unhealthy  and  unhappy  environment  of  overcrowded  families. 
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I thank  you  Mr,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
the  help  and  guidance  given  by  your  deliberations,  also  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation 
throughout  the  year,

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1949  on  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  branch  of  the 
Department. 

Publi c Clean s ing . 

Continual  efforts  were  made  to  ensure  a frequent 
collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  all  Parishes  and 
although  an  additional  vehicle  was  acquired  in  July  shorter 
working  hours,  and  increased  incidence  of  sick  leave  together 
with  the  general  shortage  of  suitable  labour  personnel  made  it 
difficult  at  times  to  maintain  the  service  satisfactorily. 

Cesspool  Emptiers . 

Apart  from  the  continued  difficulty  experienced  in 
finding  workmen  willing  to  undertake  the  work  of  emptying 
sanitary  pails,  an  increased  cesspool  emptying  service  was 
maintained  on  a satisfactory  basis  after  the  additional 
machine  was  put  into  commission  in  July. 

Again  the  problem  of  disToosal  of  sewage  from  cesspools 
could  only  be  met  mainly  by  disposal  on  sites  owned  by  the 
Council  as  farm  land  which  was  hitherto  used,  is  no  longer 
available . 

Salvage. 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  paper  and  other 
materials  amounted  to  £91*0.0d# 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Schemes  were  designed  and  detail  drawings  prepared  for 
Council  House  drainage  at  Upper  Winchendon,  Chearsley  and 
Chilton  and  sewer  extensions  were  completed  at  Weston  Turville 
and  Wendover* 

In  addition  owners  and  builders  were  supplied  with 
typical  drawings  of  septic  tank  designs  and  irrigation 
arrangements  to  provide  improved  standards  of  sanitation. 
Considerable  attention  was  given  during  the  construction  of 
such  individual  schemes. 


Sewage  Disposal  Sites . 


The  maintenance  work  at  the  sewage  disposal  plants 
received  constant  supervision  and  with  the  exception  of 
Whitchurch  the  works  produced  effluent  generally  of  a satisfac- 
tory standard. 

Housing. 

Although  owners  were  assisted  in  every  possible  way 
'within  the  scope  of  the  Civil  Building  Licensing  Regulations 
the  maintenance  of  properties  presented  many  problems. 

The  high  cost  of  repair  work  inevitably  acts  as  a 
deferent,  particularly  in  cases  where  the  premises  are  let  at  a 
small  rental. 


Schedules  and  statistics  are  given  which  indicate  in  a general 
.way  the  extent  of  the  work  of  inspection  and  supervision  of  the 
various  branches  for  which  the  department  is  responsible.
